36 DEATH TOLL
N MINE BATILE

BCORES OF NON-UNION MINERS
VIRTUALLY MASBACRED BY
MOEBS OF STRIKERS.

GOUNTY [5 OUTWARDLY CALM

All But Three Victims Imported Werk-
ers; Bome Lynched, 8ome Burned
and Majority 8hot Down.

Herrin, Ills, — The death toll in the
disaster, when 5,000 striking union
miners attacked the Lester strip mine,
being operated under a guard of Im-
ported workers, may run past the {erty
mark, it was sald by those In touch
with the situatlon, although thus far

In the Herrin hospital are eight
wouided men, only one a miner, and
six of them are belleved to be fatally
:l!;j:red There were nine, but one

ed.

A miner told the Assoclated Press
‘correspondent that he had seen 15
bodies thrown into & pond with rocks
around their mecks, About 30 import-
ed miners are missing,

Checking up the death list has proy-
ed almost impossible. The victims, all
but three of them {mported workers,
80 far as known, were found scat-
tered over an area within sevewl
miles of the mine. Some were lynch-
ed, some were burned when the mine
was fired, others were beaten to death
and the majority fell before the score
of bullets poured into them.

“Bloody Willlamson" county, so
called bhecause of several rlots, was
outwardly calm, but there was a no-
ticeable undercurrent which kept ev-
erybody on edge and wondering If fur-
ther trouble might be expected.

The correspondent ‘talked with
scores of miners and about half of
them were certain there would be no
further disorder if there was no at-
tempt to reopen the mines, while the
other half sald they were afraid some
of the men might not be held back.
Officlally, the situation was reported
by county officlals to be quiet.

The scenes of death were very
gruesome, a8 In a real war.

Bodies, many with limbs shot away,
lay along tha‘ rondside or were swung
from trees, men wounded and dying
were stretched out on the roads and
in the flelds, with none of the hun-
dreds of passers-by able to lend a
hand, Attempts to assist the wound-
ed In the early part of the day

brought rebuffs from the spectators,"

backed in some cases by drawn guns.

Later the feeling quieted down and
some of the wounded were taken to
hospitals,

It 18 understood that there will he
no attempt to reopen any of the mines
until the strike la settled. When the
attackers went over the top in the be-
seiged mine there were some fifty or
slxty workers and gyards there. What
has become of those not in the known
dead and wounded list can not be said.
Some of them were seen in flelds run-
ning, with miner sympathizers pursu-
fng them with guns. How many es-
caped could not be told. C. K. Me-
Dowell, superintendent of the import-
ed workers at the mine, wag among the
dead. It was sald he was the first to
ba shot after the mine was captured
and that he was glven no opportunity
to escape.

Hundreds of men, women and llttlu
children, some as young as four years
old, surged through the morgue to
view the bodies, which lay side by
side on the floor, with no attempt to
straighten them out. Most of them
hore no ldentification marks. All were
mangeld.

British Marshal Assasinated.

London.—Field Marshal Sir Henry
H. Wilson, one of England's most lllus-
trous soldiers, who was chief of the
imperial staff during the final stages
of the world war, was assassinated on
the doortep of his residence In Eaton
Place by two young men who gave
the names of James O'Brien and
James Connolly.

The assaesing had loitered about
waiting an hour for his return from
unvelling & memorlal to men of the
Great Eastern rallway who fell In the
war. When he alighled from his mo-
tor car, Fleld Marshal Wilson walked
up the steps, and the men fired several
shots at him from close range, three
of which took effect, one in the chest,
one.ln the leg and the third in the
wrist. The fleld marshal died before
he could be taken into the house. His
horrified wife heard the shooting and
rushed out to, ind her husband's body,
dreased In full uniform, lying in & pool
of blood, with the sword which he had
drawn to meet his assallants by his
side. =

Now that the country is fight-

ing its way back up the hill, and

in making real headway, too, in

the struggle, every thoughtful

person should be interested in

business. We believe that every

intelligent person is. A man or
woman doesn't have to be engag-
ed in business to be interested in
or constantly affected by ,busi-
ness conditions, If one lives at
all, if he eats or wears clothes
and pays taxes, he is bound to
feel the effects of business condi-
tions in the community in which
he lives.

For whatis advertising, in
this day, butthe soul of business?
The title of this editorial is ‘““The
Destructive Foree of Silence.”
The subject matter is worthy of
every man's attention. Read it
and see if you do not agree with
us:

“We have advertised a long
while,” said a manufacturer who
wished to stop. “and have good
will. That good will will last us
for a long while. We don't need
to add to it right now.”

To some extent that is so. The
fly wheel keeps on turning for a
while after the power is shut off.
But not for long. And when it
stops it takes more power to
shut off. But not for long. And
when it stops it takes more pow-
er to start it, by six times, than
it was to keep it running.

One might as well say:

"“We won't buy coal now that
it is so expensive, we will gradu-
ally chop up the plant and burn
that in the furnace until coal is
cheaper, and then we can re-
build the plant.”

Good will is a fine thing to use,

But not a fine thing to use up.

Nothing is ever finished —done.
Time is destructive. Stop build-
ing upand time begins tearing
down.
